Most of the Japanese casualties

Some 200 Japanese troops and 
marines are claimed to have fallen 
the Japanese eventually 
reached the outskirts of the city.

An unconfirmed message claims 
that the Japanese have fired on 
Chaoyang, an important port, about 
15 miles south-west of Swatow.

‘London, To-day. 


The Foreign Secretary, Lord Halifax, in a speech 
in London last night, referred to the situation 


at Tientsin. 


Lord Halifax said he hesitated to Bates that the 
Government in Tokyo would wish to deliberate- 
ly challenge the whole position and policy of 


Britain. 


He thought rather that the situation had develop- 
ed out of some misunderstanding, perhaps due 
to a difference in conception. 


We were asked to take action, 
which on the evidence then before 
us, we felt we could not -take. 

If placed in similar circum- 
stances the Japanese Government 
might have felt able to act as they 
wished us to act, and were there- 
fore at a loss to understand why 
we refused, and attributed our re- 
fusal to a desire. to harm 
interesta. 

IF 


“I need hardly say that whatever 
may have been the general British 
judgment about events in China, it 
has never been any part of our in- 
tention to allow the Concession at 
Tientsin to be used as a base for 
activities prejudicial to Japanese 
military interests. 

“If they can be brought to be- 
lieve that, and would give proof of 
their repeated declarations that 
they dé not aim at the destruction 
of British interests in the Far 
East, I should hope the matter 
might be capable of settlement.” 

It appeared a short time age that 

there would be at least a few 
months tranquility, but that had not ;t 
proved to be the case, declared. Lord 
Halifax, 

He said that at a time when a 
calmer patch might have given time 
for wise counsels to prevail there 
cropped up an incident that added 
to the anxieties and complications 
with which they were beset. 

ANGLO-SOVIET TALKS 

- After reference to the recent po- 
licy uniting Britain with others who 
desire to maintain law as opposed 
to lawlessness in Europe, Lord 
Halifax dealt with the Anglo-Soviet 
negotiations. 

“We believe’ he anid, “that the 
Soviet Government have the same 
interests and objectives as ourselves. 
The search for the right formula 
presents difficulties but: I am __ con- 
fident we shall succeed in reaching 
an agreement. 

“If we have so far failed, it has 
not been our fault,” he went on. 

“We. made repeated attempts to 
persuade others to join in a con- 
structive approach on the basis ‘of 
mutual efforts’ to strengthen the 

foundations of peace. . - 
THREE .ESSENTIAL . ELEMENTS

“Firstly, the country is united 
to a great extent than at any time 
in recent years;

“Above all, I am convinced that 
the British people, by being true 
‘to their own spirit of liberty, will 
be serving the cause of liberty 
throughout the world.” 

MR. CHURCHILL'S SPEECH 

Lord Halifax was preceded by 
Mr. Winston Churchill, who de- 
clared that nobody knew when an- 
other blow would be struck against 
law, peace and freedom, but fur- 
ther acts of unprovoked aggression 
would be resisted with the united 
strength of Britain and the Empire 
with, he believed, at least three- 
quarters of the population of the 
globe in alliance or companionship. 

‘In a tribute to Lord Halifax, in 
whose honour the dinner was he- 
ing held, Mr, ‘Churchill said :— 

“We all,-from various stand- 
points, have accepted the policy 
which you and Mr. Chamberlain 
have now proclaimed. 

“Tf differences remain, they will 
only be -upon emphasis and method, 
upon timing and degree.” 

Britain’s strength and prepared- 
ness was a real and potent factor 
for world peace. 

On the. other hand, the foreign 
situation, had deteriorated and the 
balance of Europe had been seri- 
ously altered to Britain’s dis- 
advantage. 

THE BEST CHANCE 
“Others have .been preparing too. 
“Therefore, I cannot - feel con- 

fident that the policy which I ad-

_COTTON’S OPINION . 
OF JAMES BRUEN 


“Pip the best man win the Amateur Champion- 


ship?” is a question that has been repeatedly 
asked since Alexander Kyle’s victory at Hoylake, a 
week ago, writes a correspondent. The simple an- 
swer is that he beat James Bruen, the Irish youth, 
the strongest favourite for the title since the spa- 


cious days.of R. T. Jones. 
- Moreover, on the same 


day Kyle went on to de- 


feat W. Holt, the last of the Americans, and on 
form the best of them, not even excepting Yates, 
the deposed champion. Kyle thus reaped a just re- 
ward for what, undoubtedly, was the outstanding 
achievement of the championship. 


All along I maintained that the 
player who could jbeat. Bruen 
would win the title; and so it 
turned. out. Kyle is a worthy 
champion, but I am not at all 
convinced that he would repeat 
his success over Bruen if they 
met again. 

While not attempting to __ belittle 
Kyle’s triumph, I cannot possibly im- 
agine any player saving himself re- 
peatedly by brilliant, if not magical, 
recoveries, as he did in the match 
against the Irish boy. Though 
tremely fortunate to hole so -many 
putts just when necessary Kyle’s pluck 
and tenacity in the vital moments of 
the match could not be questioned. . 

In a long experience of matches 
played in all manner of circumstances 
and conditions, I have never witness- 


---ed av-more superb display of. -deter- | 


mination and cool courage. Out of 


the rough, sometimes nearly knee deep, , 


came the’ ball, and down went. the 
putt, a: tantalising, if not a heart- 
breaking experience for any opponent: 
In some respects it reminded me of 
Walter Hagen’s last round. of the 
Open championship on the same course, 
fifteen years ago, which he won by a 
stroke from E..R. Whitcombe. :

In the last nine holes particularly, 
Hagen was scarcely ever on the course, 
and yet with the aid of his mashie- 
niblick, now in my possession, and 
putter he somehow got the figures.
